DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 9, and 13 
recite an apparatus for supporting objects with the unique feature of a line disposed between the 
imaging device and the objects, such that the objects are retained by the line (by contacting the 
line) between the line and the moving belt in the photographing section where the imaging 
device images the object. This limitation, in combination with the other limitations in the claims, 
were not found in the relevant prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
